Amendments in the Claims: (struck-through parts deleted and underlined parts added) 

1 . (currently amended) A food cover assembly for positioning over food 
being cooked in a microwave oven, said assembly comprising: 

a stand including panel having a top side and a bottom side, a plurality of legs 
35 being attached to and extending downwardly from said bottom side, each 

of said legs being positioned generally adjacent to a peripheral edge of the 
panel; 

a covering including a top wall and a peripheral wall being attached to and 

extending downwardly therefrom, said top wall having generally the same 
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
